The NLRB, at Royal's request, 
obtained a temporary injunction 
against the picketing on June 
15, 1954 

The court rejected 
NLRB's contention that the 
picketing was to induce the 
customers’ emploves to join the 
strike, and that the customers 
were not allies of Royal and 
therefore were entitled to get 
the work done any way they 
could. 

The customers’ “only 
seemed to be possible 
embarrassment,’ L 
wrote. “Such embarrassment 
and persuasion the union is 
privileged to pursue.” 

The judge added that if the 
NLRB were upheld, “‘we would, 
as a practical matter, come very 
close to condemning all cus- 
tomer picketing. Clearly this is 
not the purpose of the (Taft- 
Hartley) act.” 

‘Proper Interest’ of Union. 

The ruling said “Where an 
employer is attempting to avoid 
the economic impact of a strike 
by securing the services of 
others to do his work, the gstrik- 
ing union has a great interest, 
and we think a proper interest, 
m preventing those _ services 
from being rendered.” 

The court held that the Taft- 
Hartley act only forbids a union 
to induce or encourage em- 
ployes of Royal's customers to 
join their efforts. It said the 
union is justified in inducing 
the support of the customers 
themselves. It said employes of 
the customers did not strike 
or refuse to do their jobs and 
that this was not the union's 
intent. 

Ernest Fleischman, union 
counsel, said, “This case is of 
Particular interest and of far- 
reaching moment in that it 
clearly defines the dangers to 
an employer who accepts ‘struck 
work. and further points out 
that customers cannot enjoin 
the picketing of their premises 
wheve the union seeks to em- 
barmss them because they are 
using the products or services 
of a ‘*\ruck employer. ”

Botanist Says Favorable Results Were Ob- 
tained in Every Instance in Three-

The rapid spread of phloem 
necrosis and another devastat- 
ing ailment, Dutch Elm disease, 
in recent years has threatened 


to wipe out native American 
elms and has been a cause ol 
major concern to botanists 


Phloem necrosis is a virus and 
Dutch Elm disease a fungus ail- 
ment. Both are spread by in- 
sects. 

Describing his technique 
Spencer said a series of holes 
10 inches deep are dug at 6-foot 
intervals in a rough circle 
around the elm, corresponding 
with the extension of the branch 


tips. About two-eunces of gran- 
ular sodium chloride (salt) is 
poured into each hole 

It was emphasized that per- 
sons intending to treat elms 
with salt should seek expert 
advice, inasmuch as incorrect 
application obviously might be

In fact, ex- 
perience with the use of salt on 
soil around fruit trees was what 
led Spencer to try it with elms 
Gets Tip From Barber. 

When Spencer was teaching 
at Cape Girardeau in the early 
1930s, his barber asked for ad- 
vice about a tavorite pear, tree 
that was dying of fire blight 
The barber said an old farmer 
had advised him to put salt 
around the roots. Would that 
kill the fire blight” 

“It certainly will,” 
replied. “It will kill 
too.” 

Some time later, Spencer re- 
turned to the barber shop and 
the barber told him the tree, 
duly treated with salt, was do- 
ing just fine. It was an impres- 
example that contributed 
to the Lebanon botanist’s inter- 
est in depletion of basic min- 
erals in topsoil. 

Edgar Anderson, director of 
Shaw's Garden, said forest pa- 
thologists had made_- great 
strides in ethe last five years 
through the systemic ap- 
proach to treatment of tree ail- 
ments, of which the Spencer 
technique is an example. He 
noted also the work being done 
at the University of Rhode Is- 
land in using chemicals against 
Dutch Elm disease. 

“It used to be,” he said, “that 
about all the pathologist could 
do was to tell you what had 
killed your tree. There was 
not much he could do about it 
Now that is changing rapidly.

Missouri can take no satisfaction in knowing 
that its Christmas highway death toll was only 
17. This total ts three more fatalities than oc- 
@urred on Missouri! highways and streets on the 
same days last year. By Dec. 12 Missouri had 
already killed more people in 1955 automobile 
accidents than it did in the whole of 1954. 

This shocking increase in the Christmas high- 
way slaughter ts part of the rush to death that 
made a bitter mockery of Safe Driving Day ef- 


forts this year. Notwithstanding a national cam- 
paign led by President Fisenhower, there were 
f9 deaths on Dec. 1 this year—-more than on the 
first Safe Driving Day in 1954. 

What is there about this horrible death toll 
on the highways that causes the American peo- 
ple to aecept it as a matter of course? 

If there had been 10 airplane crashes over the 
weekend with 60 persons killed in each there 
would be a terrific outcry for investigations to 


learn how such frightful tragedies could occur. 


If there had been six railroad wrecks with 100 
people killed in each there would be the same 
kind of outraged demand that official investiga- 
tions get every fact so the blame could be fixed. 

Yet here the great United States of America 
is heading complacently toward the New Year's 
weekend and a probable repetition of the Christ- 
mas tragedy. 

There is no question but that a lot can be 
done to stop this awful waste of life and proper- 
tv. In the first place there can be strict enforce- 
ment of laws against speeding and drunken driv- 
ing with sure, stern punishment for the violators. 
In Chicago 92 persons were arrested for drunken 
driving over the weekend and in Los Angeles 
the amazing total was 168. 

We recommend that the National Safety 
Council make a careful analysis of the Christmas 
weekend deaths—and those which follow over 
the New Year holidays—so the accidents can 
be accurately classified as to cause. When these 
facts are released they will provide the basis 
for an all-out, national attack. 

Public officials, legislators and judges, auto- 
mobile manufacturers and dealers, distillers and 
brewers and liquor sellers, highway designers 
and builders, churchmen. and other moral leaders 
—these and many more are involved in this na- 
tional disgrace. Let each group do its part to 
stop .it. 

Over the Christmas weekend. 609 Americans 
go out and kill themselves and others in auito- 
mobiles. What an example to set before the 
world! 
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seacons for Argentina 

Within a few days Argentina has produced 
two bright signs of the restoration of dem- 
ocratic government. 

The first was the relighting of the beacon on 
top of the building which houses La Prensa, that 
great newspaper which Dictator Peron nearly 
destroyed. The torch itself is a symbol of free- 
dom of the press, and it was relighted to sym- 
bolize the return of La Prensa to its owners 

Next the Aramburu cabinet decreed that no 
leader of the provisional government would be 
permitted to run in the next national elections. 
This order bars the President, Gen. Pedro 
Aramburu, and his Vice President, R. Adm. 
Isaac Rojas, and to make matters plain: the 
decree was signed by them. In effect this is a 
pledge from the military leaders that the people 
can elect a civilian government. 

Freedom of the press and civilian rule are as 
essential to Argentina’s democratic future as 
they have been absent fn Argentina's totalitarian 
past. The nation faces a difficult road to free 
government but that road will not be unlighted.

‘Campaign Oratory’ in France 

Edgar Faure’s bid for a return to power in the 
“quickie” elections of Jan. 2 shows that polli- 
ticlans everywhere have a way of using the same 
“campaign oratory.’ Names, issues and similar 
details vary, but mot the basic approach; and no- 
where does this rhetoric bear close checking 
against the facts. 

Thus the unseated Premier is now telling 
Frenchmen that “colonialism is dead” and that 
France must work out a North African-French 
federation if she is not to lose 190,000,000 peo- 
ple. Cynics may ask whether any effort to keep 
North Africans under French influence is not a 
form of colonialism. Yet considering the present 
state of Moroccan and Algerian development, a 
partnership—with a large measure of home rule 
for the non-French members—seems desirable. 

What is sad is that Edgar Faure had a good 
chance to bring Morocco and Algeria into such 
a partnership just as his predecessor and present 
rival, former Premier Mendes-France, worked 
out a settlement with Tunisia. Faure himself 
sent Gilbert Grandval to North Africa as resi- 
dent-general, and this courageous man had the 
work well in hand. 

At the same time Grandval warned that there 
would be serious trouble if Paris did not follow 
through. He even gave advance warning of the 
date of the bloodiest North African uprising 
and begged the government to act before the 
dead-line. But Grandval lost _-hés-job and the 
bloodshed started because Faure preferred to 
play politics with the small but hard-headed 
group opposed to a new deal under the French 
flag in North Africa. 

Even while Faure was making his big speech, 
French authorities announced another 159 kill- 
ings in Algeria. The natives say the figure is 
much higher, And the French Christmas gift to 
the North Africans was the dispatch of still 
more troops across the Mediterranean—and the 
announcement that Algeria's native “French citi- 


zens” “will not be allowed to vote on Jan. 2. 
In the same pattern is Faure’s appeal for gov- 
ernmental reforms at home. It was he who dis- 
solved the parliament when, belatedly enough, it 
was preparing to make a start with the reforma- 
tion of France's stacked election laws. So it is 
difficult to accept Faure’s talk as anything but 
“campaign oratory,” and if it is no more, it is 
tragic for both North Africa and France itself. 
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Adding Up the Soviet Budget 


The annual Soviet Russian budget, now an- 
nounced with several hours of speech-making, 
serves the dual purposes of a financial and a 
propaganda statement. 

Primary emphasis in the Kremlin's budget 
messages this year is given to a 10 per cent cut 
in defense expenditures. The new total is said 
to stand at 18 per cent of the whole budget. 
Since the ruble has an arbitrary value, and the 
government budcet amounts to a budget of 
national life, there is no way to tell what either 
figure means in actual military spending. 

If the total budget figures indicate anything, 
it is a relatively slow change of emphasis in 
the Kremlin’s planning. The appropriation for 
civilian goods was increased, but still amounts 
to only one fifth of the military spending, and 
one sixth of the sum for heavy industry. 

The speech-makers paid less attention to agri- 
culture, which is the one field in which the 
present Soviet rulers promised major improve- 
ments at the beginning of this year. Foreign 
observers do not believe that this year’s record 
investments paid off in greater crops. But 
Americans should note that the budget proposes 
to turn out 760,000 more “specialists” in 1956. 
This represents a new warning of the rapid 
growth of Soviet technology. 

In sum, the Soviet budget suggests a contin- 
uance of the Russian “peace offensive” through 
next year. The free world will not be disposed 
to let down its guard because of Moscow's 
budget figures. But the fact remains that Com- 
munism’s challenge now its far more than mill- 
tarv, and the West should be prepared to meet 
it in other fields.

. Priority Need for 1956 

The creation of offsstreet parking places in 
the heart of any metropolitan centers is a com- 
plex and expensive proposition. New York City, 
for example, plans to spend some $94,000,000 on 
off-street facilities in the next six years, includ- 
ing $3,000,000 on a 682-car garage that will ex- 
tend five levels below the Brooklyn Civie Center. 

St. Louis’s plans are not so far advanced nor 
so precise. Despite the fact there is a deficiency 
of 5678 parking spaces downtown on an average 
day, the city has made very little forward prog- 
ress in this important field. If it were not for 
the 4000-car lot on the riverfront, the parking 
problem downtown “would be unbearable.’’ Those 
are Mayor Tucker's words. 

True, the,city’s ability to act tn this area has 
been considerably circumscribed by the failure 
of the Missouri Legislature to give it the enab- 
ling acts it requires. What it needs most is au- 
thority to pledge future parking meter funds 
for the retirement of revenue bonds used for 
such facilities. 

But since the Legislature will not meet in 
regular session for another year, the city is 
faced with the alternative of doing nothing or 
doing what it can within the frame of existing 
statutes. Mayor Tucker has chosen to go ahead, 
perhaps in co-operation with the Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency which suffers fewer legal re- 
strictions. 

Every property owner in St. Louls has a vital 
stake in seeing more off-street parking in down- 
town St. Louis. Without such facilities, central 
business district property values are bound to 
deteriorate. And since they represent about 20 
per cent of the total assessed valuation of the 
city, that is an unhappy prospect. It could mean 
that home owners would have to shoulder a 
greater load. 

That being so, property owners will hope the 
City Administration will give the problem of 
providing more off-street parking downtown an 
A-1 priority in 1956. 
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Louisiana vs. U.S.A. 

The Government's running battle with the 
State of Louisiana, which it is appealing to the 
Supreme Court for the second time to settle, 
places the Administration in a pitiable position. 

This matter was settled by three Supreme 
Court decisions before the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration invited Congress to quitclaim offshore 
oil lands to the states and sealed the deed with 
the President's signature. 

The distressing and indeed unbearable conse- 
quences were plainly foreseeable: The “great 
and irreparable injury to the United States” of 
which Attorney General Brownell now com- 
plains, particularly thé so-far-successful chal- 
lenge of the Federal Government's sovereignty. 
The connections with the United States’s “‘ter- 
ritorial claims against other nations” and with 
the “freedom of the seas.” 

Many voices, including that of the Post- 
Dispatch, warned Congress and the President 
beforehand, not once but repeatedly, that these 
and other grave and baffling consequences 
would flow from the quitclaim act. 

The Supreme Court had ruled in the Califor- 
nia, Texas and Louisiana cases that dominion 
over these offshore areas was an adjunct of 
national sovereignty and resided in the Federal 
Government. The Legislative and Executive 
departments, by upsetting those rulings with 
new laws, have thrown the whole matter into a 
sort of no-man’s-land of our federal system. 

The Supreme Court has already declined the 
Government's request that it fix Louisiana's 
seaward Boundary at three miles instead of the 
1042 miles the state claims under the ambiguous 
quitclaim act. 

The troubles the Administration is having are 
none the less distressing for being troubles 
which the Administration invited. It is of con- 
cern to every state when one state, or a few 
states, can render the national sovereignty im- 
potent and contemptible. 

Some way must, in all conscience, be found 
to resolve the impasse. But we suspect that as 
a necessary preliminary the Administration may 
have to recognize its blunder, and correct it 
with legislation repealing the quitclaim act, 
instead of going ahead as though there had been 
no blunder.

Within the last two years a precedent 
has been established which I believe 
constitutes one of the greatest threats 
to freedom of the press in the United 
States in our time. 

I speak of the May 17, 1954, letter 
written by President Eisenhower to 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson. 
It was written during the Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearings to prevent Army 
Counsel John G. Adams from testifving 
as to conversations. with Deputy Attor-

The letter was 


only a broad state- 
ment on the rights 
of the executive 
branch of the gov- 
ernment to keep 
certain things “con- 
fidential’” and out 
of the scope of 
congressional in- 
quiry. It was the 
broad statement on 
confidential rec- 
ords that made the precedent danger- 
ous. The application of this letter by 
a number of agency heads clearly 
shows why the press should be con- 
cerned.

Behind the Dixon-Y ates Contract 


Budget Director Rowland Hughes 
refused to allow certain witnesses to 
be questioned and certain papers pro- 
duced in connection with the handling 
of the Dixon-Yates contract. Hughes 
declared that under the May 17, 1954, 
letter it was his opinion that Congress 
was éntitled to the decisions of the 
agency, but could not go behind those 
decisions since papers and conversa- 
tions involved in formulating policy 
were “confidential.” 


Normally, the ability of the press to 
penetrate executive agencies is pretty 
much contingent on the power of con- 
gressional committees to penetrate 
those agencies. 


Fortunately most agency heads have 
too great an appreciation of their pub- 
lic responsibility to use this precedent. 
However, enough have used it to make 
it completely clear how great is the 
potential danger. 


Dozens of times, witnesses before 
congressional committees have cCom- 
mented: “We consider that informa- 


tion to be confidential under the Pres- 
ident’s May 17, 1954, letter to Defense 
Secretary Wilson.” 

Congress, newspaper reporters and 
the public they both serve should be 
able to go behind the decisions of gov- 
ernment agencies to find the specific 
actions and motives that went into 
these decisions. 


‘Threat to the Press’ 


The precedent of the presidential 
letter is shifting the burden of proof 
on access to government records. 
Under this precedent, the Government 
need not prove why information is 
“confidential.” You must prove why in- 
formation is not “confidential.” 

This is not an effort to paint this 
Administration as any worse than past 
administrations. It is difficult to gen- 
eralize about whether one administra- 
tion had a better or worse information 
policy. y own experience indicates 


that some agencies are better, and some 
are worse. 

The fact that you can get as much, 
or even more information from some 
Government agency today makes the 
precedent no less a threat to the press. 

t remains, the 


As long as the 


press can be closed out at any time on 
the whim of the agency head. 


The Dixon-Yates hearings provided 
example after example of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the Bureau of the 
Budget and the Securities Exchange 
Commission . arbitrarily declaring « in- 
formation beyond the bounds of con- 
gressional committees. 


Senator McClellan’s special Senate 
investigating subcommittee has run 
into the same roadblock. A similar ex- 
perience has been had by the House 
Government Operations subcommittee 
investigating the Interior Department’s 
power policy. 

These agencies did not plead that 
“security” of the nation was involved. 
They did not plead that loyalty files, 
diplomatic papers or raw investigative 
files were involved. They arbitrarily 
drew the line beyond which it was 
contended Congress could not go. 


What the Letter Did Not Say 


We should consistently take the posi- 
tion that Congress {fs entitled to the 
maximum information unless clear rea- 
sons are shown why public policy dic- 
tates that the information should not 
be available: 


I would not propose to allow Con- 
gress to interfere with the operation of 
the government by the executive 
branch of the government, However, 
when the executive agency has made 
its decisions, the Congress and the 
press should be entitled to know what 
factors went into those decisions. If 
we are ever barred from going behind 
decisions, the door is open for the 
fixers. 

The open-record policy can Save exec- 
utive agencies from betrayal from with- 
in. 


I was disturbed by the Eisenhower- 
Wilson letter, not because of any argu- 
ment with what it said. My complaint 
was with the inference left by what 
that letter did not say. 


No specific reason was given for the 
refusal to let Mr. Adams testify. There 
was only the generalized reason that 
certain things in the executive depart- 
ment were confidential. It seemed to 
me that this would allow each agency 
head to decide what records or conver- 
sations could be hidden from Congress 
as “confidential.” 


Possible Coverup for Scandals 


It seemed that this was an extension 
of the confidential orbit to a degree 
that it would be possible to block near- 
ly any congressional inquiry before it 
got started. 

If John G. Adams could refuse to 4es- 
tify as to his conversations, Cabinet 
members and others could seek the 
same refuge of “confidential communi- 
cation” when they wanted to cover mis- 
takes or even crimes. The Teapot 
Dome scandals of the Harding and the 
tax scandals of the Truman Adminis- 
trations could have been buried under 
such a policy. 

I had assumed that the members of 
the press would react sharply to such 
a precedent. I was surprised to pick 
up well-known and respected news- 
papers and read editorials lauding the 
President's letter for its doctrine of 
separation of powers. 

The press was helping to solidify a 
policy that could throttle the press if 
the Government ever fell into evil 
hands.

Nobility of the Wilderness 
THE NEZ PERCES: TRIBESMEN OF THE CO- 
LUMBIA PLATEAU, by Francis Haines. (Unie 

versity of Oklahoma Press, 329 pgs., $5.) 

Here is presented, in a scholarly and 
readable. manner, the story of the Nez 
Perce Indians, who were the wilderness 
nobility of the Pacific Northwest and 
one of the most exceptional tribes in 
North America. 


The known history of the Nez Perces 
begins about the time of the Lewis and 
Clark expedition in 1805, at which time 
their chiefs met in friendly council 
with the white strangers. A peace trea- 
ty, concluded between the explorers 
and the important chiefs of the tribe, 
led the Nez Perces to consider them- 
selves friends and allies of the United 
States for many years. 

Trouble began, however, with the 
coming of missionaries and white set- 
tlers. They were prone to appraise the 
Nez Perce society, culture, and religion 
by white standards, though many were 
themselves conspicuously lacking in 
true spiritual depth and profound ethi- 
cal tradition. Crooked Indian agents 
managed to divert much of the tribal 
payments to their own pockets: rich 
gold finds on tribal lands lured adven- 
turous and greedy prospectors.

It was an old story. Broken treaties, 
a befuddled Indian policy, greed and a 
wanton disregard for Indian rights led 
to the Nez Perce war in 1877. The Nez 
Perce, under the skilled leadership of 
Chief Joseph, won the first skirmish 
with the U.S. Army, but from then un- 
til the end they were in full retreat. 
The retreat is what intrigues us, a re- 
treat of a thousand miles, over moun- 
tainous terrain, the Nez Perce pitting 
their cunning and military strate 
against the combined forces of Generals 
Howard, Terry and Col. Miles. 


The Nez Perce were in sight of their 
goal, a refuge in Canada, when sur- 
rounded and forced to capitulate. When 
he surrendered, Chief Joseph spoke the 
now famous words: “Hear me my 
chiefs! I am tired: my heart is sick and 
sad. From where the sun now stands, 
I will fight no more, forever.” 

In this well written account of the 
Nez Perces, the author attempts to 
treat them primarily as human beings 
and he avoids, as far as possible, the 
Stereotypes of Indians prevalent in so 
many works. Enshrined in the history, 
myth and legend of the Pacifie North- 
west, the Nez Perces were friends of 
Lewis and Clark, seekers after the 
“Book of Heaven,” breeders of spotted 
horses, renowned fighters, yet eager for 
peace; kind, intelligent, gentle, trust- 
worthy, proud of their blood and their 
culture, people who had lived in the 
Columbia Basin “since the beginning.”

New State License 
To Finish Season 


ISSOURIANS who wish 
Mec take advantage of the 

last five days of the 
wildfowl season, which ends 
Jan. 5, must obtain a 1956 
state hunting license. The 
current federal duck stamp 
is good for the rest of the 
season.

Ozark Sportsman and Outdoors 
Writer. 


The year 1955 has been ex- 
cellent from the sportsmen’'s 
viewpoint. There have been five 
years of less than usual rain- 
fall but this year saw the drouth 
broken and only short of nor- 
mal by less than four inches. 
This near-normal rainfall has 
been an important factor in 
fishing and hunting, which have 
been much better than in the 
four preceding years. 

Fishing on most of the Ozark 
streams was hetter than aver- 
age. The Current and Gascon- 
ade rivers were outstanding. All 
six major man-made lakes re- 
warded the anglers with good 
catches in the early spring 
months although, as usual, the 


months of July and August were | 
less rewarding. Possibly more. 


white bass were taken from the 
impoundments this season than 
ever before. Several thousand 
more trout fishermen visited 
the trout waters of Missouri 
than in the previous season, 


and Roaring river showed the | 


most marked increase, where 
the number of anglers jumped 
more than 5000, to 21,297. 
Montauk and Bennett Spring 
showed slight increases. Spe- 
cial trout tags were bought by 
72,511 anglers to fish the three 
areas. 

Squirrel hunters bagged more 


bushytails this year than in 20 | 


years. Every section of Missouri 
except in the Lake Taneycomo- 
Bull Shoals area reported an 
abundant crop. The largest con- 


centrations were in the central | 


and northern Ozarks. One road | 
check, made by conservation 


agents near Potosi, tallied 1035 | 
squirrels bagged in one day. At | 


the Lake of the Ozarks it was 
reported that scores were 
drowned while trying to swim 
the lake during a migration. 
This year’s bag was possibly in 
excess of 2,000,000 squirrels. 
Deer Kill Around 8000. 
The deer kill this year was 
about 8000 animals. This com- 
pares favorably—wvith last year’s 
harvest. Although the 
this year was one day longer 
than the preceding one and 
many hew counties were 
opened, the increase in the bag 
was not up to expectations. 


Many observers believe the in- | 


crease in the herd has not de- 
veloped as rapidly as game 
technicians have predicted. Mis- 
souri deer do not “yard” up 
during the winter months as 


they do in many of the north-| 


ern and western sates, and it 


is doubtful that any of the Mis- | 


souri herd, as yet, ever know 
the pangs of hunger—much less 
starvation—that occurs in states 
where the herd has reached the 
saturation point.

One quail hunter in Ripley 
county recently told .this cor- 
respondent that he and his 
hunting companion raised 13 
coveys of birds in one day. The | 
average hanter, however, found | 
slightly more than two coveys | 
during a day’s hunt. 

The duck season will end 
Jan. 5 and many successive cold 
days have put a ‘slight crimp | 
in many duck hunters’ plans. | 
Duck Creek public shooting | 
area, near Puxico, has had to. 
close down several days during | 
the waterfowl 
the freezing of the water in the | 
three pools. This area, opened | 
for the first time this season, 
has furnished some excellent 


shooting. Its total bag will be 
about 7000 ducks. Mingo Ref- | 
‘uge, which lies adjacent to 


Mingo, had some 130,000 ducks 
after the first big flight of the 
season. 

With the quail season closing 
on the. last day “of December 
and the waterfowl! shooting end- 
ing on Jan. 5, the hunters will 
have January and February left 
for rabbits. The bunny bears 
the brunt of the lowest season 
of any species of game, but it 
is the predominant game spe- 
cies and withstands heavier 
hunting pressure year in and | 
year out than any other animal. 

Sportsmen this year are 
elated over the vast improve- 
ment shown in both fishing and 
hunting over the past drouth 
years. Weather has been a big 
factor in the upsurge in game 
population, Next year should 
be even better if the sunshine 
and the rain wil! do their part. |

: HILL TOLD US how he formed a painless version

: “Being acknowledged as tops in the trade,” he said,

® decided I would take advantage of the opportunity. 

“I did. To give you an example: A millionaire 
. sportsman switched his greyhound in several races 
& and got caught. When he got pinched he suspected 
someone had informed on him and hired me to do the 
geezer up. He said he'd pay 200 quid for the job. 
Well, I went to see the fellow whom I was supposed 
to do up, explained the situation and got 600 quid 
for not doing him up.

The particular bacteria in- 
volved in a septic tank need air 
so if the contents of the tank 
can't get air, the bacteria won't 
do much good. A heavy layer 
of suds on the surface on the 
contents of the tank can keep 
out the air and so too many 
suds are not advisable. This 
all adds up to the fact that sud- 
less detergents, used in normal 
quantities, won't harm the ac- 
tion of the septic tank.

SUDSY DETERGENTS, on 
the other hand, can impair the 
action of the tank if used to ex- 
cess. You would, however, have 
to use so much detergent that 
it could actually produce a 
heavy layer of suds over the 
entire surface of the liquids in- 
side the tank and this layer 
would have to last quite @ spell. 

As far as a cesspool goes, you 
don’t have much to worry about 
it here because a cesspool 
doesn’t depend on bacteria. A 
cesspool will continue to func- 
tion regardless of what goes in 
it until the ground around it js 
either saturated with liquid or 
the sides of the cesspool are 
coated with ase which forms 
a waterproof coating and pre- 
vents the liquids in the cess- 
pool from resechipg the soil 
where they would be absorbed. 


When using sandpaper to re- 
move paint or varnish, be sure 
to use the open coat grades of 
paper.

She Almost Quenched Vision in Search for Knowledge; Helen Keller Tells of Her Death

NNE SULLIVAN was born

Deformity re- 
pelled her, although her com- 
passionate heart was ready to 
minister to its victims. 

Degrading poverty in every 
form pained her eyes and I 
have known her to lie awake 
all night brooding on it and 
searching for means for its abo- 
lition.

Even then she 
was able to read only a little 
while at a time, with long 
pauses for enforced rest.

But it was a long time before 
young Helen Keller had any 
idea what a tax it was upon 
Afinie’s sight to read to her.

OW I am going to speak out 
N franks regarding Teacher's 

personality and mine. Com- 
paratively speaking, the move- 
ment to rehabilitate the blind 
so they can live normal lives is 
new. and few people under- 
stand it. 

The majority of .the blind, 
untaught, are like wood and 
coal waiting to be kindled by 
ideas from seeing minds. Too 
often those with sight do not 
have “seeing” minds. They en- 
dow the blind who learn to do 
ordinary things well with quali- 
ties that do not exist, instead of 
trying to find out how they 
employ the physical senses they 
still have. The same is true of 
the deaf, the crippled, and 
other disabled groups. 

It was into this dense mass of 
ignorance that Teacher flashed 
her beacon. She treated me ex- 
actly like a seeing and hearing 
child. The one exception was 
that instead of speaking words 
to me she spelled them into my 
hand. 

She never allowed anyone to 
pity me or to adopt the over- 
protectiveness that can render 
blindness such a tragedy. She 
did not allow people to praise 
anything I did unless I did it 
well. She resented it with spirit 
if anyone addressed himself to 
her instead of to me as they 
would to a normal child. 

Teacher’s wholesome judg- 
ments of my successes and fail- 
ures were responsible for what- 
ever mental equilbrium I pre- 
served. She strove hard to ar- 
range life so that I might dig 
the hidden beauty out of limi- 
tation and perhaps cause my 
readers to adopt a healthier 
concept of blindness and deaf- 
ness by viewing them against 
the background of general psy- 
chology. 

What I want to say {is this: 
while I have been extravagant- 
ly praised for my accomplish- 
ments, I have never regarded 
those tributes as my due. None 
of the triumphs of “genius” 
have fallen to my lot. 

Genius is said to be the ca- 
pacity of taking infinite pains, 
and I have never had such 
capacity. I have simply worked

I was so conscious of her 
soul as a separate being that I 
did not cling to her physical 
part, her earthly garment, and 
I cannot say that she seemed to 
live on in me. She was lent to 
me from the Lord so that I 
might develop my own person- 
ality through darkness and si- 
lence, and I dared not ask for 
more, except that He render 
me worthier of His gift.
